The journal will publiih both full and short communications. Full communications mould be divided in the 
format described below: short communications do not need companmeniaiuation and should be limited to a 
maximum of two tables or two ftfum or one of each. Contributions to the Journal are published at no charge to 
the author. Once a paper has been accepted for publication, it cannot be withdrawn. Authors will be allowed to 
indicate one reviewer who should be excluded from review of their manuscript. 

PREPARATION OF MANUSCRIPT 

Type manuscript double-spaced on regular typewr i ter paper (not erasable bond). Leave ample margin* on 
both sides, top and bottom ( 1 W inches). Submit the original and two copies, including illustrations and tables. 

On the first page, give the title of the article, namets) of authorts), source of work or study, and a running title 
of about 45 characters. On the second page, supply an abstract of no more than 200 words stating the aims, 
results, and any conclusions drawn from the study. Papers should follow the format of: abstract, introduction, 
materials and methods, results, discussion, acknowledgments, references. Number pages consecutively and type 
authorts) last named) on each page. At the end of the arnde. give the name and complete address to which 
reprint requests should be directed. Please follow the protocol described herein to avoid delay in publication. 

TABLES AND ILLUSTRATIONS 

Type each table with its caption on a separate sheet of paper. Use arable numerals to number tables. 
Remember, each table must stand alone, i.e.. contain. ail necessary information tn the caption, and the table 
itself muii be understood independently of the text. Do not repeat information that is given in the ten. and do 
not make a table for data that can be given in the test tn one or two sentences. 

Original pen drawings and chans (drawn and lettered only in India Ink), glossy photostats of drawings or 
graphs taken from other journals, and original glossy photographs for ail halftone illustrations should be sup- 
plied wuh the original manuscript. (Photocopies cannot be used for reproduction.) All illustrations should be 
numbered in Pentci Pen or soft China marker on the back and bear the author's name, address, and title of the 
article. The top of the illustration should be indicated. A legend should be supplied for each illustration, and all 
legends numbered consecutively and typed (double-spaced) on a separate sheet. Illustrations will be returned, 
unless so requested. 

REFERENCES 

These should conform to the style of the Chemical Abstracts Lin of Periodicals, latest edition, although paper 
titles will be included in journal citations. Each refere nc e must be cued in the text and listed by number tn the 
order in which it appears in the text. References must be typed double-spaced. When data from an unpublished 
source are given, supply comptcte information, e.g.. researcher's name and location. If work is in press, give 
journal in whteh it is to be published or publisher. 

PERMISSIONS 

The author must obtain permission whenever it is required in conjunction with the reproduction of material 
such as figures and tables from copyrighted mxienal. Written permission must be obtained from the pubiisber 
(not the author or editor) of the journal or book concerned. The publication from which the figure or tabic is 
taken must be listed in the reference tut. Finally, the first footnote of a reprinted table, or the lass sentence of the 
legend of a reprinted figure, should read "reprinted by permission from Ref. (00) • and list appropriate reference 
number. All permissions listings muss be shown ui manuscript — t hey cannot be entered on proofs. 

REPRINTS 

Reprints may be ordered by using the special reprint order form that will accompany the proofs. Reprints 
ord ered after the issue is primed wtU be charged at a higher rate.
